..cost of a general election would be aa 
a flea-bite upon the body politio com- 
pared with tho expense that will be en- 
tailed by an attempt to convene a legis- 
lature which wo firmly believe is de- 
funct through the habitual negligenco 
of the legal department of tho govern- 
ment, The organ terms our discovery 
a "mare's nest." . This is a very stale 
and worn-out simile; the writer em- 
ployed the same term last spring when 
we protested against tho New West- 
minstor special assize being held with- 
out, a commission. What has been the 
result ? Tho trial of tho Kamloops 
outlaws will have to be gono over 
again at a cost of $15,000 to the pub- 
lic. A pretty "mare's nest," indeed. 
Then take tho more recent caso of the 
rules of court: Wo characterized them as 
inoperative immediately upon their pro-

Our 
firm ■ belief is that should tho gov- 
ernment venture before tho coun- 
try (and there is reason to be- 
lieve that they will bo drayyed before 
tho constituencies in a shore time) their 
fate would bo scaled. Their many 
errors of omission and com- 
mission cannot be condoned or 
excused. But the strength "or 
weakness of tho government is neither 
hero nor there at present and cannot 
bo profitably imported into this discus- 
sion. Tho point we have raised can 
only bo tried on its legal merits. It is 
not a question between Ins and Outs. 
It is not a matter for the decision of 
the electors. It is not a question of 
principle. It is a question of constitu- 
tional law and precedent; and tho gov- 
ernment have got to ask themselves 
whether, to avoid an expenditure of 
830,000 now they would be justified in 
incurring an expenditure of 860,000 
six months hence '? Let thorn remem- 
ber the Kamloops trials and act wisely 
while there is yet time to repair the 
injury the country has sustained through 
their culpable failure to further pro- 
rogue tho House on tho 9th of August.

Oandahar, the scene nf the slaughter 
of General Burrows' command, is a 
city of . some sixty thousand .souls, 
situated on a plain of striking fertility 



close to the Urgerid. a branch .oKjtho 
Helmund lUvrjv. A - rectangular,, wall 
surrounds fcht« modern city, .but i' there, 
are outlying suburbs, cemeteries' anil 
gardens irrigated by a network of small 
canals, so that it is hard'io say where 
t'iii city begins or en.iL As a com- 
mercial, political and i.-Mlitary station 
it is alike important, being on the great- 
road leading from Persia and Western 
Afghanistan to Eastern Afghanistan 
and India, and in English 'hands. *As 
it lies near the Holmuiicl, whiclf is tho 
Afghan second line of defence, 
it not only severs the communication 
between the two. divisions of Afghanis- 
tan but would, monance Herat in tho 
event of a Russian advance. The gar- 
rison has not been very strong since 
Sir Donald Stewart advanced with a 
large portion of tho Candaliar army 
on Ghuznoe. Ho had last winter about 
eight thousand men,, including 2,000. 
Europeans, and at tho tirao of tho' ris- 
ing around Cabul a military contribu- 
tor to the London Times' wrote: "Al-j 
though the country around Oandahar 
is' tranquil, and no appvobensious . ex- 
ist of any disturbance, iho threatened' 
advance of Ayoob Khan from Herat 
precludes the possibility of any troops 
being spared from this division for 
a northward march on Cabul, 
even were the distance less than 
it is."

Letter-Tolograms. 



It would appear from some recently 
issued statistics of the French tele- 
graph service that the system of closed 
or letter telegrams, described to, and 
we believe recommended by the Play- 
fair Select Committee on the telegraphs 
of England, is already in use in Paris. 
This method of communication consists 
in blowing tho tolegram paper itself 
through a pneumatic tube, instead of 
manipulating its contents verbally 
along the telegraph wire; and it ap- 
pears that the pneumatic system at 
present at work in Paris has a total 
length of 77, GOO meters, and that it is 
worked from six stations, at which aro 
located steam-engines having a total 
power of 153 horses besides six water 
motors. The service comprises a main 
system with doublo line, at which ter- 
minate seven supplementary systems 
with branches, trains running every 
threo minutes on the main system and 
every five minutes on tho supplemen- 
tary systems. Tho system was intro- 
duced on May 1st, 1879, with a tariff 
of 50 centimes for open telegram cards 
and 75 centimes for closed messages; 
while a prepaid reply card, introduced 
in April of tho present year, was charg- 
ed one franc. The rates have been re- 
duced to 30 centimes for the open 
cards, 50 centimes for the closed cards 
and 60 centimes for a card with 
prepaid reply form attached; so that it 
would now seom to be possible to com- 
municate from one part of Paris to an- 
other, and receive a reply back for little 
moro than half-a-franc, or about one 
fourth of the cost of an ordinary tele- 
graphed messago in London. The. ex- 
tent to which tho pneumatic service is 
used in Paris may bo judged from the 
fact that something approaching -1 00,- 
000 dispatches of all kinds pass over 
the system every month, with the cer- 
tainty of a largo increase when the re- 
duced tariff has come into full opera- 
tion. The advantages of this system, 
as described to the Playfair Select 
Committee, aro that the sunder of a 
message does all tho clerical work con- 
nected with it, even down to addressinc 
the onvelope, and that it combines com- 
plete secrecy with absolute freedom 
from error in transmission. In fact, 
the pneumatic dispatch is simply a 
letter blown or sucked through a lead- 
en or iron tube, instead of being for- 
warded in the ordinary Postoflice letter- 
bag, the difference in the services boing 
that tho one is rapid and continuous, 
while the other is slow and intermittent.

Tao Planotary Moss. 

It is by no means improbable that the 
grim predictions made by Professor Grim- 
mer may yet bo realized. Tho planetary 
system appears to be disarranged. Last 
month Saturn was the morning star, fol- 
lowing closely upon the more brilliant 
Jupiter. On the 20th ult. there was a 
close conjunction between Uranus and 
Venus, those planets then being forty-live 
minutes of a degree apart. The perihelion 
afforded a fino opportunity to tho tele- 
graphic student for a study of the con- 
trast in planetary colors, the delicate tint 
of Uranus and tho soft, golden hue of Vo- 
nus being beautifully blended. On tho 
5th inst. the new moon paid her respects 
to four of the planets and on tho 23rd 
inst. she was near to Jupitor and a day 
later hor lustre enveloped Saturn. These 
movements are altogether unusual and 
may in d measure account for tho strango 
condition of the atmosphere of late. Yes- 
terday the heavens -were oppressed by 
leaden clouds and a fortnight since tho 
rumbling of a mighty earthquake vras 
heard in tho distance. Mountains that 
have never before known, tho presence of 
fresh snow in the month of August have 
been clothed with a fleecy mantlo and the 

• atmosphere is pregnant with inconceiv- 
able events. What are they f The in- 
condito actions of tho Government, their 
blunders as to legal matters, or their 

■ troubles tit re tho^stfttus of tho local house') 
It is feared that the latter is tho cause of 
all this planetary mess and that tho neg- 
ligence of the Attornoy-General is coinci- 
dent and subsidiary to the pernicious in- 
HuoncGS of malofic planets. 

In Hoc Sin no Vinces. — The types 
made a strange jumble in Bov. Good's 
letter, published yesterday, with reference 
' ' to the "Spuzzum villagers and their ro- 
ligion."

Tho French Method of Nursing: 
Children- 



M. Alphonse Daudet lias contribut- 
ed a livoly feuilleton to tho Vienna 
lfeue Freie Presse, in which he attacks 
the custom of tho French mothers of 
tho upper and middle classes who send 
their children away from homo to bo 
wet-nursed. The controversy is a very 
old one, but Mr. Daudet enlivens it by 
introducing a few family pictures, in 
his realistic manner, the most interest- 
ing of which concern "his own family. 
"My dear mother," ho writes, "whom 
may God long preserve to me, has had 
no "less than seventeen children. We 
were one and all brought up after the 
fashion of Southern France, and were 
sent into country villages to be nursed. 
Three of us have survived this treat- 
ment — three out of seventeen ! Jean 
Jacques Rousseau, as everyone knows, 
earnestly recommended the mothers of 
France to nurse their own children, 
and for a short time he brought this 
natural form of motherly activity into 
fashion; but the pious zeal could not

Shakospoaro and the Prayer Book as 
Legtvl Authorities.

Some now authorities have been dis- 
covered on the domestic relations, name- 
ly, Shakespeare and the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer. In Snyder against Sny- 
der idle common pleas of Lackawanna 
County, Pennsylvania, on the question 
of the custody of children as between 
disagreement of parents, "dropped into 
poetry" and cited Shakespeare, and ap- 
proved the citation by counsel of tho 
Prayer Book on the relation of hus- 
band and wife. In relation to Chris- 
tianity and common law tho court said: 
"That law has been the product of our 
civilization through centuries of experi- 
ence and is founded on the common 
precepts of Christianity incorporated 
into it, and is so far the common 
law of tho land." The court then 
quote and proceed as follows: 

■"Thy huaband la thy lord, thy life, thy keener, 
Thy hoa-1, thy sovereign; ono that cares for thee, 
And for thy maintenance; commits his body 
To painful labor, both by sea and land, 
To watch tho night in storms, the day in cold, 
While thou llest warm at homo, Bccure and safe; 
And cravo no other tribute at thy hands, 
But love, fair looks and true obidienco.' 

!( This, which Shakespearo puts into 

the mouth of a woman, is poetry, but 

at tho samo time law. Tho man who 

uses this power to burden and not 

assist his wife, becomes a tyrant, and 

not a husband. The woman who seeks 

do counsel from her husband, sets up 

her own authority against his, and 

docs not with love yield him homage 

and reBpect, has yet to learn the true 

nature of the relation into which sho 

has entered." To the same effect, only 

more so, is St, Paul; but perhaps the 

court had not the authority at hand.
